The prior art rejection 
is relying on Brown to disclose the well-known principle of adjusting grain orientation in wood laminates to provide desired structural 
properties, there is no statement in the rejections of substituting or "mixing" the product of Brown with the product of the primary reference. 
Concerning the discussion of claims 56, 65 and 66, claim 56 is not included in the rejection directed to adhesives as applicant states, and 
claims 65 and 66 depend on claim 32 necessitating their inclusion in the rejection concerning "adhesives".
